NEXT WEEK 


Mitchell Refusing 
to Sign 
Probably Means Students 
Go to Huntington Beach 


Five high school pupils who live at 
Seal Beach are the center of a con­ 
troversy that involves two high school 
districts and the offices of two county 
school superintendents. 
These 
five 
pupils have 
been 
attending 
Long 
Beach High School, but there is' a 
probability that next week they will 
be trudging to the front door of the 
Huntington Beach High 
School, 
for 
after Dec. 8 Long Beach may decline 
to let them go to its school any longer. 
There is a state law that allows a 
pupil to attend any high school in the 
state, regardless of residence and of 
county lines. 
The 
state 
law 
also 
makes provisions 
whereby 
a 
high 
school district may be 
compensated 
for teaching students from some other 
district. The amount of compensation 
may be agreed upon by the trustees of 
the two high school districts, if the 
student leave one district and go to 
another. 
Once in a while the two boards of 
trustees fail to reach an agreement, 
and when that occasion 
arises 
the 
county school superintendent of the 
county receiving the students 
shall 
name the term s. 
The five Seal Beach pupils who-have 
been 
attending 
Long 
Beach 
High 
School live in Huntington Beach Un­ 
ion High School 
district. 
The 
two 
school boards could not agree upon 
the compensation, and it remained for 
County Superintendent Mark Keppel 
of Los Angeles to step into tile breach. 
He ordered that $60 a year be paid 
out of the general high school fund of 
Orange county for each oi the pupils, 
the money to be turned over to him 
by 
County 
School 
Superintendent 
Mitchell of Orange County. 
If Keppel had stopped right there 
he would have had the 
controversy 
cinched for the 
Long 
Beach 
High 
School. 
He went further. 
He 
said 
that the 
county 
superintendent 
of 
schools of Orange county by Dec. 8 
must, sign an agreem ent whereby at a 
certain time the $60 per pupil will be 
paid. 
Should that agreement not be 
signed by Dec. 8, Long Beach 
High 
School need no longer receive the Seal 
Beach pupils. 
County Superintendent Mitchell has 
failed to find any law that permits or 
compels him to sign the agreement 
that Keppel has presented to him, and 
he does not propose to sign it. 
That 
evidently means, if Keppel's ultima­ 
tum Is stuck to, that the 
five 
Seal 
Beach pupils will right-about-face a lt­ 
er Dec. 8 and go to school al Hunting­ 
ton Beach.

born 
January 27, 1834, in the town of Suhl, 
province of Prussia, empire of Ger­ 
many. At the age of 16 he, with a 
brother and a 
sister 
younger 
than 
himself, boarded tho ship Doretta at 
Bremen and sailed for America, land­ 
ing at Mobile, Alabama. 
Later he be­ 
came a soldier jn the Ninth Alabama 
under General Gordon in the Southern 
army. 
Still later 
he married 
Min-, 
augusta Schumann of Memphis, Tenn., 
at Davenport, Iowa. He went with his 
wife and baby to Colorado when Den­ 
ver was a mere hamlet. 
There a son 
and a second daughter were born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Stoermer. 
In 1870 be 
indowed his family to the home of his 
wife in W estern Tennessee where a 
third daughter was bom. 
After pass­ 
ing through an epidemic of cholera 
and yellow fever in W estern Tennes­ 
see he moved his family to the moun­ 
tainous section of Eastern Tennessee, 
where a seconu son and fourth daugh­ 
ter were born. 
in 1884 Mr. Stoerm er again 
went 
West. 
After spending some time in 
Montana, Idaho, W ashington, Oregon 
and Arizona, he w ent a second time to 
Colorado, where he, for many years, 
conducted a -ittle business in Tellu­ 
ride. 
Here he lost everything by fire 
in 1907. 
Starting again, he sintered a 
second loss by a cloudburst flood in 
July, 1914. 
Iii April, 1917, he came to 
Grange county. California to visit his 
daughter, Mrs. .Merigold 
of 
Tustin. 
There he recuperated hit*1 health 
so 
that he felt encouraged to start a little 
business at El Toro, Cal. Recently he 
was stricken with valvular leakage of 
the heart, from which he died Novem­ 
ber 28.
